WASHINGTON (UPI> — President 
rord today ordered a speed up in the 
payment of $335 6 million to veterans to 
spur the economy, and asked Congress 
to postpone or cancel $2.6 billion in other 
spending to fight inflation 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen said the $335 6 million will go to 
World War I, World War II and Korean 
conflict veterans in the form of faster 
insurance policy dividends. 
He said the average new dividend will 
be $168 each to 111.000 World War I 
veterans. $69 each to 2 3 million World 
War II veterans and $9 each to 345.000 
Korean veterans 
The 
insurance 
policy 
dividends, 
originally scheduled to be paid over the 
entire year, will instead be paid within 
45 days to boost consumer spending. 
Nessen said 
Ford sent Congress a special message 
asking approval in 40 cases to to allow 
him to cancel 
scheduled 
spending 
programs and in 26 cases to defer or 
postpone spending Nessen said the cost- 


cutting will be reflected in the fiscal 1976 
budget which Ford will submit to 
Congress Monday 
The White House did not immediately 
disclose what federal expenses Ford 
wanted to cut 
The President said 
earlier he would request no new 
spending programs as part of his 
economic strategy 
It was the eighth such message Ford 
has sent to Congress, seeking to cut 1975 
budget 
spending 
by 
what 
Nessen 
estimated was $23 billion in deferrals 
and recisions. 
For the veterans. Nessen said checks 
will be mailed out within 45 days totaling 
$177.8 million. The rest of the $335 6 
million, Nessen said will be used to pay 
insurance premiums for veterans and to 
purchase more of the government- 
financed insurance 
These new measures were announced 
as Ford sought to reach some kind of 
compromise 
with

President extends Viet 
clemency by one month 


WASHINGTON lU P I) — President 
Ford today granted Vietnam-era draft 
evaders and military deserters one 
more month to appeal their cases to a 
special clemency board rather than let 
the program expire at midnight Friday. 
Ford said in a statement he was 
extending the life of the program from 
Jan. 31 until March 1 because “ after 
reviewing the progress of this program, 
I believe that many of those who could 
benefit from it are only now learning of 
its application to their cases. 
“This belief is based on a significant 
increase in the number of applications 
and inquiries over the past few weeks 
when publicity and communications 
about 
the 
program 
were 
greatly 
expanded.” 


The clemency program was part of an 
earned 
return“ policy that Ford 
announced last September 
It was 
coupled with a conditional amnesty 
program, run by the Departments of 
Justice and Defense, for men who were 
charged or under investigation for 
similar offenses but not yet convicted. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen said the 
entire program was being extended for 
30 days. 
Asked whether Ford might push the 
deadline beyond March 1 if the upsurge 
in applications continued, Nessen said 
“ I don’t know of any plans to do that.” 
Earlier Charles Goodell, chairman of 
the Clemency Bobard, there has been an 
heavy influx of new applicants in the

Negotiations between the chemical workers union 
and Johns-Manville Corp., bogged down last night 
when a hastily thrown together session with federal 
mediator I* rank Allen failed to resolve differences. 
We re right back where we were this morning,” 
Local 146 union chief Tom McCall told this reporter as 
he and other unionists walked away from the J-M 
Club, scene of the meeting McCall said the impasse 
resulted from differences of opinion on the question of 
cost of living increases, and on the reported refusal of 
the company to rehire a worker fired on or about Dec 
28. The worker, Eugene Mitty of 1400 E. Olive Ave., 
was discharged after the company alleged that Mitty 
had pointed a rifle at a car carrying some salaried 
workers leaving the plant. 
Preliminary investigation revealed that Mitty, 
reportedly, had been seen walking near a union picket 
line, carrying a rifle. Subsequently, Mitty said the 
rifle was unloaded and that the bolt was not in place 
J-M however declined to reconsider the discharge 
action No formal action has been taken against Mitty 
by authorities. 
Last night the question proved to be a major 
stumbling block. 


McCall said Art Woods, the union’s international 
vice president who 
resides 
in 
Norwalk, 
had 
assurances from A.B Marchant senior vice president 
in charge of employe relations for the corporation, 
that the Mitty incident could be negotiated, meaning 
according to the union that he could be rehired. Local 
J-M officials apparently disagreed and a telephone 
check with Marchant in Denver didn’t substantiate 
Woods’ 
contention 
that 
there 
had 
been 
any 
understanding for rehiring Mitty. Union officials here 
said 
Marchant has reneged” on both of the 
questions 
J-M officials were not available for comment this 
morning. A security guard on duty at the J-M plant 
said everyone including secretaries who would 
normally have answered the telephone were in a 
meeting. 
Last night’s meeting came about after Allen 
despaired of scheduling one before Saturday, his first 
open day after Wednesday. Wednesday had been the 
original target date for another negotiation session, 
but was set aside in favor of Saturday. 
Woods, apparently, however, was talking by long 
distance telephone hookup with Marchant and Allen 
moved swiftly to set up the meeting on that basis. 
Allen stayed in Lompoc last night and left this 


morning for his Los Angeles home after conferring 
with McCall in the union hall. 
Company officials arrived at the J-M Club on 
Chestnut Avenue at about 6 p.m. Union officials 
arrived at about 6:50 p.m., after a hurryup conference 
with Woods who didn’t arrive in Lompoc until about 6 
p.m. 


After some initial verbal communications while all 
hands sat around a long table, C.A. Carlson, J-M plant 
manager, and Burnum left by car for an unknown 
destination. The two officials returned at about 7:40 
p.m. At about 7:45 p.m. representatives of the two 
sides split up and moments later the unionists left the 
club for a trip to the union hall. “ We’ve got to get 
things cleared up with Marchant, first,” McCall said 
as he walked briskly into his union office. 
The union leaders returned to the club at Chestnut 
Avenue and D Street at about 7:55 p.m. The final 
break came shortly before 9 p.m. after a last ditch 
call by Woods to Marchant while company officials 
were stood at his elbow. 
Neither side, nor the federal mediator had 
statements today on how to proceed in the face of a 
dispute 
that has idled 500 members of the 
International Chemical Workers Union since Dec. 9. 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) — A Berkeley 
psychiatrist, 
recommending 
fixed 
sentences for inmates in California 
prisons, says indeterminate terms have 
led to torture of convicts. 
Dr. Lee Coleman told the Assembly 
Criminal Justice Committee Wednesday 
that prisoners’ uncertainty of release 
has resulted in abuses in rehabilitation 
programs. 
“This has included torture with drugs 
producing 
suffocation or vomiting, 
excessive use of powerful tranquilizers 
and 
even 
psychosurgery,” 
said 
Coleman, who has worked with many 
California prison inmates. 


The committee, collecting testimony 
on alternatives to the indeterminate 
prison term begun in California in the 
early 1940s, was told by Coleman that 
such 
uncertainties 
may 
well 
be 
responsible for the growing violence in 
the state’s prisons. 
But Phil Guthrie, spokesman for the 
Department of Corrections, said there 
are many theories on the increasing 
violence in prisons. 
“ There is a different clientele in the 
state’s prisons today,” Guthrie said. 


“The prisons are today filled with the 
most violent and chronic offenders.” 
He said the state has “ become 
selective" in who it sends to prison and 
has moved “ to keep the lightweight 
offenders” out of such institutions. 
Coleman 
said 
the 
indeterminate 
sentence is a “ crucial element” in 
torture and inmate abuses 
"For those who volunteer for these 
treatments do so in response to the 
coercion inherent in a system which 
demands that one play the vicious game 
of prison rehabilitation,” he said.

Lompoc Police 
Agent Keith Bobb said Craig had only a 
small amount of contraband on his 
person, apparently for his own use. He 
said Craig and the Vincents were 
“ acquainted,” and then added, “ He was 
in the wrong place at the wrong time.” 
Police, armed with warrants entered 
the modest tract home shortly before 8 
p.m. and arrested Mrs. Vincent and 
minutes later, Craig. Later, Vincent 


telephoned Bobb and when told he was 
being sought, turned himself in. 


Police confiscated a quantity of what 
Bobb said was almost pure barbiturate 
or downer powder, about six ounces of 
what appeared to be marijuana — and 
some crude accounting figures showing 
substantial

manufactured barbiturate capsules had 
been disposed of in some unknown way. 
Also confiscated, Bobb said was a 
simple breadboard that had been drilled 
with holes for the mass loading of the 
barbiturate powder into capsules; and 
an indoor marijuana growing hothouse.

inches square. Small pots of what Bobb 
said 
were marijuana plants were 
located on the bottom or floor of the box 
and attached to the top of one wall was a 
fluorescent light fixture.

County 
supervisors 
have 
gone round and round for three 
months with avocado growers, 
law enforcement officials and 
civil rights advocates trying to 
get 
an 
ordinance 
adopted 
aimed at discouraging thefts of 
avocados from South Coast 
ranches. 
Finally, on Monday, by a 3-2 
vote 
they 
succeeded 
in 
adopting 
a 
still-contested 
ordinance requiring persons to 
certify ownership when they’re 
checked carrying more than 40 
pounds of avocados. 
Carpinteria 
rancher 
Emo 
Bonebakker 
tried 
to 
halt 
passage of the ordinance — 
which has been revised several 
times — claiming the newest 
version "now puts the burden 
on the producer to wrestle with 
paper work and prove his 
avocados are really his own ” 
Moreover, Bonebakker said, 
the new ordinance version 
"isn’t effective in the city of 
Carpinteria" 
should 
an 
avocado thief carry more than 
40 pounds from a valley ranch 
into city limits 
"This 
gives 
thieves 
an 
almost 
automatic 
hunting 
license for petty theft,” he 
maintained. "They will make

Fifth well to tap 
ebbing Goleta water

Once 
more, 
a 
private 
commercial 
development came before the County Planning 
Commission Wednesday seeking approval of 
plans to utilize Goleta Valley groundwater via a 
private well system. 
And once again, despite strong objections by 
Goleta County Water District that such a course 
of action could lead to "serious difficulties” in 
the district supplying present customers, the 
commission voted — this time 5-4 — to approve 
a development plan for a United California 
Bank building on Calle Real at Kingston Ave. 
Mrs. Donald Hamister, a new Goleta Valley 
member of the commission, moved to approve 
the plan, maintaining: 


"We can’t argue water here.” 
She said the torrid water issue should be taken 
up at the Board of Supervisors level. She added 
she felt the county supervisor in her Second 
District — Robert Kallman — should be 
encouraged to "consider” this issue. 


Otherwise, the solid blocs comprising four 
commissioners who have usually taken pro- 
growth positions, and the four strongly favoring 
resource conservation — voted as in the past to 
decide such controversial matters. 
It was the fifth private well system approved 


in the water-short Goleta Valley by the county. 
Developer Michael Towbes argued that the 
bank would use less water than agricultural 
water used previously. 
This brought a reply from James Rowins, 
project engineer, Goleta Water District, that 
the district board has already amended its 
ordinance to ban agricultural water use for 
other uses 
Rowins intimated that repeated actions on the 
county level allowing private wells to take 
supplies from a lowering district ground water 
basin could speed rationing in the district. 
Health Department representative Gregory 
Clark said the department was following county 
supervisors’ directive and those of state 
authorities in approving small water systems 
where the water reached quality and supply 
standards. 
Rowins claimed Towbes’ project had never 
been submitted to the water district. He said the 
district board couldn't act on it until there had 
been an application 
It probably represented the first time in a 
series of private water project approvals by 
county authorities that a developer had ignored 
the water district completely. Towbes didn’t

The Planning Commission 
hearing room in Santa Barbara 
was brimful of opponents of the 
ordinance as proposed last 
spring, which would apply in all 
county areas except Montecito, 
which has its own ordinance, 
and Hope Ranch 
Then, 
Planning 
Director 
Britt Johnson proposed a series 
of 
revisions 
which 
found 
virtually universal approval 
among 
representatives 
of 
organizations from the South 
Coast, Santa Ynez Valley and 
elsewhere. 
The ordinance, which was to 
apply to residential and estate 
districts, 
was 
revised 
as 
follows: 
— Lot areas were reduced 
from 20,000 square feet (net) 
per animal to 17,000 square 
feet, thus allowing animals on 
smaller 
parcels 
than 
the 


existing 
ordinance 
and 
proposed ordinance. 
— Front setback for bam or 
stable was reduced from 70 feet 
from the center line of the road 
to 50 feet, or 20 feet from right- 
of-way line, instead of 30 feet. 
— Side and rear setbacks for 
stable and bam were set at 15 
feet rear and 10 feet side for 
stable 
and 
The 
proposed 
ordinance draft of last fall had 
suggested setbacks at being not 
closer to the lot line of a 
contiguous lot than 40 feet 
minus the minimum adjacent 
setback required for a dwelling 
for human habitation 
— Stables and bams to be at 
least 40 feet from door or 
window 
of 
neighboring 
property. 
— Paddocks or enclosures 
were 
not 
included 
in 
the 
proposed revisions. 
Oren Sexton, of Hope Ranch, 
told the commission that the 
earlier 
attempt 
to 
push 
paddocks away from property 
lines "would be to create a no- 
man’s 
land’ 
between 
two 
properties. Paddocks were felt 
to be pastures 
John Clendenon, Santa Ynez 
Valley Riders, presented a 
petition signed by 430 persons

ordinance 


Opponents argued that the 
proposed ordinance would halt 
ownership 
of 
horses 
on 
properties smaller than an acre 
along with 4-H animals 
Los

unanimously voted to oppose 
the proposed ordinance. 
Mrs 
Thomas Nielsen, of 
Solvang, a member of the 
commission, commented: 
"We can’t legislate good 
neighborliness.

6,000 doctors face 
insurance 'crisis7 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
— 
Staggering 
malpractice insurance losses have created a 
90-day crisis' that threatens to deprive about 
6,000 California physicians of lawsuit protec­ 
tion, the state insurance commissioner declared 
today. 
Gleason Payne also warned the "future is 
uncertain” about the continued willingness of 
companies to write policies for the remainder of 
the state’s 25,000 physicians because of an 
estimated $40 million to $60 million loss suffered 
by the industry in 1974 
At the very least, Payne predicted physicians 
will face 100 to 300 per cent increases in 
premium rates that already average $3,500 a 
year and for some specialists soar to $15,000 
annually, 
We are in a 90-day crisis," Payne said in an 
interview 
This state cannot wait until May 1 
to guarantee some kind of coverage for 
doctors." 
Payne said he ‘‘definitely’’ expects Argonaut 
Insurance Co. of Menlo Park to withdraw 
coverage for 4,000 physicians in Northern 
California and Nevada through prohibitive rate 
increases in May. 
In addition, he said Pacific Indemnity 
Insurance Co has refused to renew policies — 
expiring at the rate of 300 a month -for 2,000 Los 
Angeles area physicians at a time when only one 
of three companies undewnting malpractice 
insurance will pick up new policies. 
The commissioner, predicting that only 1,000 
physicians will be able to find coverage, called 
on the legislature and Gov Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. to suppot an urgency bill mandating a 
malpractice policy ‘‘pool" from the 1,000 
companies writing ail forms of casualty 
insurance in California. 
He said malpractice premiums, currently at 
$75 million a year statewide, also should be 
doubled ‘‘because the market is losing its 


shirt." 
Payne, an appointee of former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, is expected to retire next week. 
The increase would be passed on to the 
patient, who in effect, already pays anywhere 
from $2 to $5 a visit to support a physician’s 
malpractice coverage. 
The crisis is part of a national emergency 
gripping most other states where inflation and 
high court awards have eaten up insurance 
company reserves set aside to cover losses. 
In 1972, Argonaut picked up the polices of 
almost 4,000 physicians in Alameda-Contra 
Costa, Marin, Siskiyou, Shasta-Trinity and 
Solano Medical Associations, as well as 175 
members 
of

Association 
The firm only would confirm that a policy 
“review was being conducted But it told the 
policy holders it would first "cope with our 
problems” in Massachusetts and Pennsylvania 
before 
turning 
to 
Northern 
California. 
Argonaut, a subsidiary of Teledyne Inc., has 
indicated it wants to withdraw coverage in the 
two states and previously announced policy 
terminations in June in New York. 
"I definitely expect them to pull out," Payne 
said 
"I don’t see why they would treat 
California differently." 
The commissioner said state estimates put 
the firm’s premiums at $12 million last year and 
that it suffered losses totaling $24 million. 
Argonaut’s withdrawal would be the latest in 
a series that began in 1972 when the firm took 
over the policies from American Mutual 
Liability Insurance Co., which lost an estimated 
$15 million before it finally pulled out. 
Since then, another five companies have 
stopped underwriting malpractice insurance, 
two have refused to take on new risks and the 
only one writing policies has tripled the rates of 
a year ago. 


No massive credit easing 
in economic cards — Burns

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House committee to quash 
food stamp cost increases 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — An Agriculture 
Department official told Congress today the ad­ 
ministration’s decision to raise the cost of food 
stamps was unpopular but "fair and proper ” 
Rep 
Peter A. Peyser, RN.Y., predicted, 
however, that the House Agriculture Committee 
will vote swiftly to nullify the scheduled March 
1 raise in stamp costs 
A parade of other witnesses challenged the 
plan to hike «stamp costs -thus reducing 
benefits to the needy —as harsh and arbitrary. 
Peyser told the committee he thought 
legislation to cutoff the proposed increase could 
clear both houses of Congress by late next week 
The Agriculture Committee was scheduled to 
vote late today on action to reverse the 
administration plan to charge needy people 30 
per cent of adjusted net income for food stamps 
instead of the present average of 23 per cent. 
Freshmen Rep Robert Carr, D-Mich., said he 
would fight to prevent the Ford administration 
from cutting food aid while "financing the 
corrupt Thieu regime” in Vietnam 
John Knebel, the Agriculture Department’s 
general 
counsel, 
told 
the 
Agriculture 
Committee the courts may beat Congress with 
action 
t emporari ly 
suspending 
the 
administration move on food stamps. 
Noting that two court suits are pending and 
hearings may open early next week. Knebel said 


a preliminary injunction against the food stamp 
action might be issued quickly 
Edward J. Hekman. head of the Agriculture 
Department's Food and Nutrition Service, said 
a study shows that needy families who pay 30 
per cent of net income under the administration 
plan would actually be paying a slightly smaller 
percentage of their income for food than the 
general average for all Americans 
At present, needy families use about 23 per 
cent of their net income to buy food stamps The 
stamps allow them to get food at reduced 
prices 
An administration 
budget-cutting 
measure would increase the stamps to 30 per 
cent of income —which critics say would put 
them beyond the reach of many families. 
The controversy arose in a time of economic 
hardship Sources said Wednesday that rising 
unemployment increased the numbers of food 
stamp users from 15 8 million to 17 million in 
December, 1974 — bringing the number of users 
to 8 per cent of the population 
The Agriculture Committee held a routine 
organizational meeting Wednesday and voted 
24-5 to hold a hearing on food stamp legislation 
If the measure is approved, Peyser said, it 
probably will be called up for a House vote next 
Tuesday.

HOLLYWOOD (U PI) - Po­ 
lice Wednesday night found the 
body of a 40-year-old man with 
his throat cut and said he was 
suspected to be the eighth 
victim of the "Skid

the same method of operation” 
as the seven earlier slayings,

It fit the slasher’s pattern of 
killing only on weekends and 
Wednesday nights.

The FB I said the raid was at 
the request of the Pacific 
Telephone Co., which com­ 
plained that someone at the 
mansion was using a "blue 
box,” which duplicates the 
sound 
tones 
that 
operate 
telephone company equipment, 
enabling the user to make free 
long distance calls. Cornfeld, 
who was freed from a Swiss 
prison last year after 11 months 
awaiting trial on a fraud 
charge, said he had no idea that 
the devices were in his home or 
if anyone used them there.

74, is a former minister of the 
interior of Croatia. The Yugos­

accuses 
Andrija of executing 750,000 
Serbs and 20,000 Jews during 
World War II and has been 
trying to extradite him since he 


fled the country at the end of 
the war. 
Irv Rubin, West Coast region­ 
al director of the Jewish 
Defense 
League, 
said 
Schwartz, 
an 
importer 
of 
tapestries and Whitelaw, a 
UCLA 
student, 
were 
both 
members of the organization. 
“ We did not tell them to do it, 
but we sympathize with the 
action," Rubin said. 
Rubin added the group plans 
to demonstrate in front of John

Police said the house has 
been under occasional surveil­ 
lance since Dec. 11, when 
someone fired shotgun blasts 
through three front windows, 
narrowly missing Artukovic’s 
daughter.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
state Senate committee has 
labeled 
as 
"premature” 
a 
preliminary decision by the 
state Water Resources Depart­ 
ment to start construction of 
the Peripheral Canal within a 
year. 
In releasing a report on the 
canal by the Natural Resources 
and Wildlife Committee, Chair­ 
man John Nejedly, R-Walnut 
Creek, urged the Brown ad­ 
ministration 
Wednesday 
to 
"proceed with caution” prior 
to making a final decision on 
the 
proposed 
$286 
million 
project. 
The committee last month 
held a public hearing on the 
Draft environmental impact 
report prepared by the depart­ 
ment on the canal, which would 
take water from the Sacramen­ 
to 
River 
near 
Hood, 
cut 
through the Sacramento-San 
Joaquin Delta's eastern side 
and end at the Clifton Court 
Forebay near Tracy. 
"Testimony before the com­ 
mittee demonstrated that the 
guarantees necessary to ensure 
protection of the Delta environ­ 
ment are not yet present,” the 
report concluded. 
The report said there is no 
guarantee that federal govern­ 
ment will participate in the 
operation of the proposed 43- 
mile-long canal.

Peripheral 
Canal in operation, with the 
federal government continuing 
to pump directly from the 
Delta 
channels, 
does 
not 
eliminate the present adverse 
effects in the Delta of (federal >

operation," the report said. 


Younger tells of 
unrehabilitable 
SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
At least 10 per cent, and 
perhaps 50 per cent, of the 
state’s 22,000 prison inmates 
are "unrehabilitable,” under 
present penal conditions, Cali­ 
fornia's Attorney General said 
Wednesday. 
Evelle J. Younger told a 
news conference that a sizeable 
proportion of inmates won’t 
have anything to do with group 
therapy, job training or other 
efforts at rehabilitation. 
The state’s top law enforce­ 
ment officer said there is a 
rising incidence of violence in 
prisons which makes working 
with inmates difficult. 
“ In the last six years there 
have been over 2,500 incidents 
of prisoner violence,” Younger 
said 


Mississippi paralyzed by boat collision 


CHALMETTE, La (UPI) - 
Three oil barges and an empty 
freighter collided Wednesday 
on 
the 
Mississippi 
River 
creating a wall of fire that 
paralyzed 
15 miles of the 
nation's 
longest 
inland 
waterway. 
The barges burst into flames 
and broke loose from their 
tugboat to drift aimlessly down 
the river. 


No crewmen on the freighter 
or the tug was hurt, but crude 
oil leaked from the damaged 
barges 
and 
caught 
fire, 
forming patches of flame that 
floated 
downstream 
dangerously close to 10 ships 
waiting at anchor. Paint on one 
of the ships was blistered by 
the heat. 
The Coast Guard banned ship 
traffic until tugboats were able 


to snare the oil barges and five 
other barges they rammed and 
set free while out of control. 
A heavy fog shrouded the 
river, complicating the fire 
fighting and recovery job and 
making the flaming barges an 
eerie spectacle from the bank 
"It looked like the whole 
river was on fire,” said Steve 
Lemoine, the night clerk at a 
riverfront store "As it got 


closer you could see flames

A cooking “ binge” seems inevitable for your editor 
as she scans recipes, collected over the years, and 
pictures through memory, occasions on which they 
were used 
Shared 
with Record 
readers is a 
hodgepodge of favorites. 
Bismarck Egg Pancake 
Almost as famous as the hotel for which it was 
named, this pancake appeared on its menus since 
opening of the original hotel in Chicago, 111. To satisfy 
many requests, the recipe was printed and given to 
those who asked 
Mix one-half cup of flour and three-fourths cup of 
milk well. Add a pinch of salt and yolks of four eggs. 
Beat white of eggs stiff and fold in, stirring slowlyi 
Pour one cup of the batter into well buttered and very 
hot skillet When slightly brown, flip over and put into 
hot oven for four minutes. May be served with 
lingonberries, apple sauce or jelly if desired (I did.) 
Sausage Dish 
A hearty and tasty dish always enjoyed by my 
family was this recipe sent by my sister, Alice (Mrs 
Jam es) Shean of Silver City, N.M. who had found it 
popular with her own family. 
Cut one pound link sausage in two and brown with 
two medium onions, sliced Pour off all grease except 
one teaspoonful Add three small green peppers and 
one medium stalk celery (diced.) Add one can of 
tomato sauce Simmer for 30 minutes, then add one 
cup hot water and 1 can kidney beans. Bake in 
uncovered dish for 40 minutes. 
Cabbage Chop Suey 
Not suggested for use with the above, but a prized 
recipe for cabbage, sent by sister Alice and enjoyed 
by us both 
1 tbsp. butter or m argarine 
3 cups shredded cabbage 
1 cup thinly sliced celery 
1 green pepper 
1 onion 
salt and pepper to taste 
Melt shortening in hot frying pan. Drop in cabbage, 
celery, and thinly sliced pepper and onion. Stir well. 
Cover; steam for five minutes. Season, then serve 
immediately. Serves four. 
Alice’s Date Pudding 
1 cup nutmeats 
112 pkg pitted dates (7 oz. pkg.) 
3 eggs, separated 
1 cup sugar 
Cut nutmeats and dates, sprinkle with flour. Beat 
egg yolks, add sugar, then add this to the dates and 
nuts Lastly, beat egg whites and add to above Bake 
in long pan about 20 minutes in hot oven. Cut 
squares and serve with whipped cream . 
Ice Box Pie 
From my favorite niece, M arjorie (Mrs. Robert

Make a pie crust of 20 graham crackers, rolled fine, 
then blended with M* cup soft butter and 1 tbsp. sugar.

24 Hour Salad 
From my mother-in-law came the recipe used often 
as a “ m ust” at family gatherings. 
Yolks of 2 eggs, beaten 
Mi cup sugar 
Mi cup milk 
Cook together for 10 minutes in double boiler, then 
set aside to cool Whip Mi pt cream until stiff, add 
cooled m ixture and beat together. 
Dice 1 can drained pineapple and 1 pound of 
marshmallows. Fold into whipped cream mix and set 
for 24 hours in refrigerator. 
Filled Cookies 
Made often as my son Jim ’s “very special” cookie, 
the family understanding was that he was to have the 
most. 
Boil 1 box dates with 1 M2 cups water and 1 cup sugar, 
stirring constantly. Cool and use for filling 
1 cup shortening (I used C risco) 
1 M2 cups brown sugar 
1 Vi cups rolled oats 
1 tsp. soda 
1 tsp. hot water 
2 eggs 
3 cups flour 
1 tsp. vanilla 
1 tsp. cream of tartar 
Cream shortening and sugar; add eggs, well beaten, 
then the rolled oats and flour sifted with other dry 
ingredients. Add hot w ater and vanilla extract. 
Roll a portion at a time on well floured board, cut to 
shape (we had a fluted oval cutter used only for 
these!) Put spoonful of date filling between two 
cookies, pinch the edges together Bake in 425 degree 
oven for 15-20 minutes.

Insurance 
tax break 
near end

the support of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown Jr., legisla­

abolishment of a $23 million 
insurance company tax break 
won a crucial Senate victory 
Wednesday and advanced to the 
floor. 
The constitutional amend­ 
ment (SCA12), which would 
make it easy for majority 
Democrats to close the “ loop 
hole,” was approved at its 
first and only Senate hearing 
The vote of the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee was 6-1, 
one more than needed. 
If adopted by the legislature, 
the proposal would be placed on 
the June 1976 election ballot for 
a decision by voters. 
The measure, sponsored by 
Sen. David A. Roberti, D-Los 
Angeles, would lower from 
two thirds to a simple majority 
the legislative vote required to 
end the “ home office” tax 
deduction 
given 
insurance 
companies headquartered in 
California 
In his inaugural address this 
month, 
Brown 
called 
the 
deduction one of the “ special 
privileges of the few 
It allows insurance compa­ 
nies to write off from their 
state tax bills the full amount 
they pay in local property taxes 
for 
their 
principal 
offices. 
Other 
companies 
and 
individuals 
are 
given 
a 
deduction for property taxes 
but not a full tax credit. 
The 
homeowner who is 
about to lose his property 
doesn t 
get 
the 
birthday 
present of a 100 per cent tax 
credit," Roberti said 
Insurance companies vigor­ 
ously oppose the measure 
Spokesmen testified that the 
industry, because it is taxed on 
gross receipts instead of net 
income, already , ays more 
than 
its 
share 
to 
support 
government. 
The 
deduction 
was 
enacted 
in 
1910 
to 
encourage 
insurance 
companies 
to 
put 
their 
headquarters in California 
Roberti 
said 
some 
companies, such as Occidental 
Life in Los Angeles built huge 
office complexes to house their 
company and then rent out 
portions for restaurants and 
other interests 
If the buildings were under 
construction before 1970, the 
full property tax bill can be 
deducted. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
Occidental, the savings one 
year was $1.2 million, he said 
If built later, deductions are 
allowed only for the portion 
occupied 
by 
the 
insurance 
company. 
Roberti said the tax break 
will cost the state treasury $23 
million this year In the past, 
he said, at least 12 companies 
have used the deduction to 
avoid paying any taxes and 
more than 100 others benefit. 
The senators voted 8-0 to 
send a companion bill (SB1461 
by 
Roberti 
to 
a 
45-day 
subcommittee study. It would 
actually 
eliminate 
the 
deduction by a majority vote if 
Californians 
approved 
the 
constitutional amendment. 
An effort by Senate Republi-

Beef prices 


to remain 


at levels 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 
Beef prices will remain at 
present levels for at least a 
year, 
but 
there 
will 
be 
shortages—and higher prices— 
in succeeding years if ranchers 
continue to be driven out of 
business, an industry leader 
said Wednesday. 
Current retail beef prices are 
36 cents a pound lower than 
they were a year ago, said 
Gordon Van Vleck, president of 
the American National Catt­ 
lemen’s Association. 
“ There will be just as many 
cattle on the market in January 
of 1976 as there are now,” he 
said, predicting the amount of 
beef eaten by an average 
American would increase this 
year to 122 pounds, up from 117 
pounds last year. 
However, he told an associa­ 
tion meeting, the supply will be 
“ lower quality beef, with less 
grain feeding, and more grass 
fed animals. 
The price of grain, needed to 
produce beef getting the top 
Agriculture Department clas­ 
sifications, has been rising 
steadily, and increasing num­ 
bers of ranchers complain that 
they cannot break even. 
“ If the trend continues, there 
is no question there will be a 
reduced supply of beef for 
consumers and that can mean 
only one thing—higher prices,” 
Van Vleck said.

questioned every item on the 
agenda ar.d was in the middle 
of every discussion at the free- 
swinging session 
The 
36-year-old 
governor 
proposed that beer be sold on 
state university and college 
campuses on a “ local option” 
basis, 
but 
his 
idea 
was 
promptly 
rejected 
by 
the 
board, 
dominated 
by 
appointees of former Gov. 
Ronald Reagan 
Brown 
also defended his 
university and college system 
budget cuts and lectured the 
trustees over creation of more 
“ task forces.” 
His setback occurred as the 
trustees took up for action a 
resolution that would have 
reaffirmed their support of the 
current ban against beer sales 
on campus. 
He said the question should 
be 
decided 
by 
individual 
college presidents and the state 
Alcoholic Beverage Control De­ 
partment. 
But the governor’s motion 
failed on a lopsided 4-7 vote 
with two abstentions Lt. Gov. 
Mervyn Dymally joined Brown 
in voting for approval. 
Brown 
asserted that 
the 
trustees should not even be 
involved in the beer drinking 
question 
and 
should 
focus 
tighter attention on educational 
issues. He said the college 
presidents should make such 
decisions 
“ If they can’t handle it, we 
should 
fire 
them,” 
the 
governor declared. “ If they 
can’t decide that at a local 
level, I can’t imagine what they 
can decide I think we should 
get out of the beer business and 
into the education business. 
Trustees opposing Brown's 
proposal contended it would be 
impossible to enforce the legal 
21-year-old age limit on drink­ 
ing 
if 
beer 
was sold 
on 
campuses, because so many 
students are under 21. 


The board rejected an origi­ 
nal motion to reaffirm the 
current 
prohibition 
against 
campus beer sales and instead 
delayed action until March 
when a trustee task force will 
report its findings 
Defending his reduction of 
budget requests approved by 
the trustees, Brown challenged 
the board to criticise his action 
on the spot. 
Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke 
said 
he 
wanted 
to 
talk 
specifically about the budget 
later in a personal meeting 
with the governor, but Brown 
declared, “ I ’m prepared now to 


discuss the budget. I ’ll stay 
until 8 90 p.m., if you like more 
time. I ’ll give it to you.” 
The matter was subsequently 
referred to the trustees budget 
committee. 
Brown pointed to the $50,000- 
plus salaries of Dumke and his 
vice chancellor and said “ belt 
tightening” should begin with 
‘those with the biggest belts.” 
The governor, who issued a 
similar 
declaration

University 
of 
California 
regents earlier in the month, 
also lectured the trustees on 
waste in government.

Mandy Simmons was late. The other 
players on the Cabrillo High freshman 
basketball squad were suiting up for a big 
game, but the team superstar was missing 
Mike Donlea, the freshman coach, had 
two options: 1» Find someone to take 
Mandys place in the lineup and score 
Mandys 25 points 2> Find Mandy, 
Donlea hopped into his car and drove to 
the Simmons home Mandy was there, in 
the 
driveway, 
engaged 
in 
a 
serious 
basketball game with a couple of his 
brothers They were all wearing roller 
skates 
That was two years ago. Mandy says he 
no longer plays basketball on skates. 
Many opponents would disagree Nobody, 
they would tell you, moves that quick in 
sneakers 
Darting around the court like Bobby Orr, 
the 5-6, 135-pound Cabrillo junior creates 
large problems for opponents Like how to 
hang onto the basketball Dribbling a ball in 
front of Mandy is like waving a rare steak 
in front of a shark Now you see it. now you 
don’t 
Off the court, Simmons is not in a hurry 
He does the 40-yard walk in 30 minutes flat. 
He talks slowly, in a deep, rumbling voice 
He is as excitable as a brain surgeon 
But once the game starts. Mandy straps 
on his imaginary skates and takes over. 
Constant motion Stealing passes, leading 
the fast break, hitting his long, unorthodox 
jump shot, or feeding teammates, he easily 
dominates the attention of fans, even 
without 
behmd-the-back 
dribbles 
and 
passes. 
Mandy is not a cheerleader or a fist- 
waver The tighter the game, the cooler he 
plays His facial expression rarely changes. 
“ I don’t get nervous,” shrugs Simmons 
" I’m not trying to brag or anything. I just 
don’t get nervous." 
It’s no surprise that Mandy maneuvers 


well in traffic. He has four brothers and six 
sisters, ages 28-9 
(Mandy is the fifth 
oldest). 
In a family that size, you learn to share, 
and that’s where the CIF record book 
comes in Mandy is able to find teammates 
open in traffic and get them the ball With 
116 assists last season and 117 so far this 
season, he ranks sixth in the CIF Southern 
Section all-time career assist standings. 
He needs seven more to move into fifth, 
and third place is well within reach next 
year. (However, at least one other current 
player in the CIF is also climbing up the 
assist standings.) 
"Unselfish is a good word to describe 
Mandy," says Harry Santos, his coach "I 
don’t think we could honestly use that word 
when he first came up (to the varsity, three 
games after the start of last season)." 
Any time he was taken out of a game last 
season. Simmons would scowl at Santos. He 
often loafed in practice, and. by his own 
admission was less than a model student. 
"He's matured a lot in the last year,’’ 
says Santos, gratefully. "H e’s just become 
a good citizen, as well as a good basketball 
player I noticed something the other day. 
The local television station asked if they 
could interview Mandy after a game. A 
year ago Mandy wouldn't have been able to 
open his mouth, and wouldn’t have wanted 
to. He gave a very intelligent, interesting 
interview " 
And on the court: “He is taking pride in 
doing everything," Santos says. "He's 
become so versatile. 
His back court 
defense is outstanding and his front court 
defense getting better He has fit so well 
into our five-man attack." 
"Last year,” says Simmons, "we (the 
team ) couldn’t get our thing together." The 
Conqs were 5-18, 1-9 in league. "This year 
we’re more serious." They are 16-2 and 4-0. 
Mandy isn't the only reason for the 


improvement, but he s a big factor. 
Sports have always come easy for 
Mandy He was a star quarterback and 
running back in pee wee football in the 
fourth and fifth grade Two summers ago 
he was on the Lompoc 14-15-year-old Babe 
Ruth team that made it to the Regionals, 
and he was named the All-Tourney second 
baseman. 
Despite 
being 
way 
too 
small 
for 
basketball, Mandy became something of a 
legend in city youth league basketball His 
fine sixth grade team went 23-0. and his 
coach then. A1 Walker, remembers that the 
team 
played in about five out-of-city 
tournaments over a two-year span and 
never lost a game 
"He could do everything." says Walker, 
"but above all he had a phenomenal 
ability to make the right pass at the right 
time He could hit consistently from 15 feet 
and he had a real good attitude." 
John Hunt, who coached Mandy on city 
league teams in the eighth and ninth 
grades, recalls that he "scored what he 
wanted to He got about 30 points a game in 
the eighth grade He scored 50-some points 
m one game as a ninth grader." 
Mandy picked up many of his moves from 
older brother Calvin, a standout player at 
Cabrillo in the late 1960s The Simmons 
moves have been passed along to Boone, 
now on the Cabrillo sophomore team, and 
fourth grader Darrell, who. according to 
Hunt, is a carbon playing copy of Mandy 
Simmons has room for improvement. He 
is constantly in foul trouble, his gambling 
defense sometimes backfires, and he leads 
the team in turnovers 
But when he is on his game, when the 
skates are humming, you know who is in 
charge of the ballgame. If there's any 
doubt, just ask that nervous-looking kid on 
the other team, the one dribbling the ball in 
front of Mandy.

"In the early days, we were all just exploring 
things and everything was new Now it’s a 
different time. To be singular these days you 
really have to go after it and try to find it 
"Always the good songs come very easily.” 
Sebastian and his four-man group are now 
touring the country to promote the new album 
But at most stops, such as the Troubadour in 
Los Angeles, cries go up for the Lovin’ Spoonful 
songs Sebastian doesn’t mind at all 
"I love to play them,” he said “The music is 
better now because we’re better musicians now 
At the time the songs came out we were all 
young.” 
Since his initial success as a solo artist with 
the "John B.” album, Sebastian has kept up a 
busy concert schedule, although he admits. "I 
wasn’t the most well publicized guy in life.” 
"But maybe it just wasn’t my time to be well 
publicized Maybe it was Alice Cooper's time, 
or someone else’s Meanwhile, I worked putting 
together the band ” 
The new group, comprised of bass player 
Kenny Altman, guitarists Ron Koss and Jerry 
McEwen, and drummer Kelly Shanahan, will 
play in "various m arkets” in the next few 
months, Sebastian said 
" I’m doing more performing now than ever 
before,” he said. "When you put out an album it 
determined the amount of work you’ll do The 
fine print says, ’Go out on the road ’ 
"Hey, the road isn't as bad as some of my 
contemporaries would have you believe If you 
don't get too drunk or too stoned, you can take a 
nap in the afternoon and be ready to go again the 
next night.”

Tax Tip If You Sell for a Profit 


Normally, taxpayers who sell 
their home for a substantial 
profit face a heavy tax load, but 
this burden can be avoided If 
you buy another home that costs 
as much or more than the sales 
price of the old one, within a 
specified time, the profit from 
the sale is not included in your 
taxable income 


Usually, the new house must be 
bought and occupied within a 
period starting one year before 
and ending one year after the 
sale (Congress is now planning 
to extend this one year period to 
18 months). Longer periods are 
permitted for servicemen on 
active duty and when building a 
p.*w home This tax deferment 
applies only to the sale of a 
home which is the family's 
mam residence 


When figuring the amount of 
gam for which tax may be 


postponed you may deduct (or 
"fix-up” expenses if they were 
accomplished within 90 days 
prior to the sale, and paid for no 
later than 30 days after the sale 
Check with your accountant or 
the IRS on details if this matter 
affects you It could be well 
worth your while

If you 
didn't believe that and said so you were 
probably a subversive, you wouldn't get 
elected to Congress, you might find your 
phone tapped 
This year is the tenth anniversary of 
when our part in the thing really started 
Everything goes back to 1965 It was 
then that we first really hit the tar baby 
It was then that we landed two combat 


battalions of Marines as the start of an 
army 
that 
would 
ultimately reach 
525,000. It was then that we began to 
bomb — 
Rolling Thunder’ was the 
poetic title for it. It was then that 
Lyndon Johnson began to take his budget 
statistics to disguise how much it was 
costing, and it was then that his alarmed 
economists in the Council of Economic 
Advisers — Ackley, Eckstein, Okun — 
began to implore him, for God's sake to 
raise taxes — inflation is going to get out 
of hand! It got out of hand Today’s 
inflation started 10 years ago. 
This is another anniversary, too, two 
years ago — January 27, 
1973 — 
Kissinger finally produced his Vietnam 
peace treaty signed in Pans, the one 
that now produces another agonizing 
challenge to the United States For. of 
course, 
it 
hasn’t 
produced 
peace. 
Masses of new US equipment and 
ammunition were delivered to Saigon 
just before the formal truce. What 
happened 
then? 
Maynard 
Parker, 
former Hong Kong and Saigon bureau 
chief for Newsweek, and now managing 
editor, Newsweek International writes 
m the issue of prestigious January 
Foreign Affairs, "I am inclined to 
conclude that the South Vietnamese 


were the more guilty party ” It appears, 
he 
says, 
‘‘that 
they 
never really 
intended to implement the truce ” The 
Communists by contrast, he thinks, 
supposed that “ there would be at least a 
period of peace and were unprepared for 
— 
and 
sta g g e re d 
by 
— 
the 
aggressiveness of the government's 
operations ” He adds, “ Almost from the 
moment the agreement was signed, 
President Thieu took to the offensive.” 
Maynard 
Parker 
seem s 
to 
be 
reasonably objective; at least at the end 
he concludes that the United States 
ought to keep on paying out money to 
Thieu: 
“there is something deeply 
wrong,” he thinks, in cutting off the 
lifeline without which the Thieu regime 
would admittedly shortly collapse 
How many Americans agree with 
this? How many more artificial hearts 
are we willing to implant? The Ford 
Administration is asking for around a 
billion and a half dollars in 1975 for 
Thieu for military aid, and another 


chunk in economic aid. It acknowledges 
that it is making reconnaisance flights. 
Congress, which can’t quite bring itself 
to say no, may cut the above again to 
1700 million Meanwhile a group of well 
known 
denom inational 
leaders, 
Methodists, 
Catholics, 
Hebrews. 
Friends, Episcopalians, demanded in 
Washington last weekend that American 
aid finally stop: 
“ We are still militarily involved and 
we interfere continuously,” they said, 
“ providing more than 80 per cent of the 
Saigon government budget.” 
Sooner or later we are going to have to 
face reality It is a brutal reality. But 
when we face it it will mean perhaps 
that America has finally come of age 
Denis Brogan once wrote, "Probably 
the only people who have the historical 
sense of inevitable victory are the 
Americans ” We are not fighting now to 
win the war, I think We are fighting it to 
save face. We were lied to about the 
war, from the make-believe Tonkin Gulf 


incident that gave the president blanket 
congressional authority to wage the 
struggle with only two negative votes, to 
the stealthy build-up of troops and 
treasure that ultimately cost us 56,000 
US lives 


"But if we pull out won’t it go 
Communist?” asked Arthur Goldberg on 
a mission from Lyndon Johnson in June, 
1966, to tell de Gaulle of the escalation. 
"Yes, it will go Communist,” said de 
Gaulle 
“ But isn’t that against us?” 
asked Goldberg. “Yes,” replied de 
Gaulle, “ but it will be a messy kind of 
Com m unism .” 
And, 
as 
David 
Halberstam tells the story, he added. 
“Not a Russian or even a Chinese kind of 
Communism. An Asian kind. It will be 
more of a problem for them than for 
us.” 


It is still too close to Vietnam to write 
about it objectively. Maybe we will have 
to hit the tar baby a few more times 
But will our descendants believe it? 
Vice president Johnson calling Diem 
“ the Winston Churchill of South East 
Asia ” (We topped Diem in 1963). The 
devices that would win the war “ in six 
months” : bombing, strategic hamlets, 
enclaves, napalm, defoliation, free-fire 
zones, Cambodian sanctuaries All the 


brilliant planning that defied common 
sense. The macabre perplexity: after 
the Mylai 
massacre a few small 
children were still running about and the 
soldiers gave them candy. 
Always we fought a political war as 
though it were a military war. In 1945, 
Ho Chi Minh proclaimed the Republic of 
Vietnam and next year civil war broke 
out 29 years ago The little country has 
been fighting since. In 1954 Dulles sent a 
messenger to tell the late Sen. Russell of 
the Armed Services Committee that he 
was sending in 200 advisers, and funding 
the country . “ I think this is the greatest 
mistake this country has ever made,” 
said Russell. "I couldn’t be more 
opposed 
“ Then he added. “ But tell 
Dulles that if he does it I will never raise 
my voice.” 
Always patriotic; never contradict the 
commander-in-chief. Lyndon Johnson 
lacked money to fund the Great Society 
and 
figuratively 
shoveled 
into the 
Vietnam furnace parts of his program to 
aid blacks, the poor, the oppressed — 
they fueled the distant war. And when it 
is all over maybe we will write, as 
Barbara Tuchman sadly did in her book 
on Gen Stiiwell — “ In the end China 
went her own way as if the Americans 
had never come ”

CIA and the Pentagon

snickers’ 
coming from the Pentagon are 
in 
anticipation of the big flap over the 
Central Intelligence Agency. Nothing 
could please certain of the power barons 
in the Department of Defense more than 
to have the CIA clipped and its functions 
drastically curtailed 
This is far from 
being one of those 
bureaucratic 
strug­ 
gles that perennially 
wrack 
the 
govern­ 
ment. CIA estim ates 
of the military threat 
posed by the Soviet 
Union have m con­ 
spicuous 
instances 
been lower than the 
estim ates out of the 
Pentagon. 
Major General Daniel 
director of the Defense 
Agency, has in the recent past openly 
expressed the view that the military and 
the military alone should define the 
threat to America's security This would 
mean, of course, far-out views to justify 
all the far-out weapons the three 
services want. 
In an article Grahm wrote for an 
army magazine in April, 1973, he said: 
“ To sum up I think that the time is 
ripe for the military to 
reassert its 
traditional 
role in the function of 
describing military threats to national 
security.” 
In other words this is our bailiwick 
and CIA keep out. He warned in the 
same article of the “ danger of the 
military profession as a whole losing its 
function of defining the military threat 
for the national leadership.” 
During the debate over the limitation 
on Anti-Ballistic Missiles in the SALT I 
agreement, CIA’s estimate of the risk 
involved was far less than that of the 
Defense Department. The Pentagon 
power barons did not take kindly to 
CIA’s estimate which finally prevailed. 
Graham is in an ideal position as head 
of DIA to make the military case. He 
was deputy to the director of the CIA 
beginning in October, 1973. Prior to that 
he held an important position in the 
director’s office. The director was then 
Jam es R. Schlesinger, who held that 
post briefly before becoming Secretary 
of Defense. 
The Secretary then moved Graham 
back to the Pentagon in September, 
1974, to head up the Pentagon’s own 
intelligence agency. The budget for DIA 
in the current fiscal year is $129.3 
million. That will jump in the next fiscal 
year to $229.3 million. That will jump, in 
the next fiscal year to $228.3 million, 
part of the jump attributed to a new DIA 
building. 
“ But as Grahm knows only too well 
out of his background, this is peanuts 
alongside the top-secret budget of the 
CIA.

Below is a copy of a letter I have sent 
to President Ford, Director of the 
Budget Roy Ash, our two senators and 
our congressman : 
Dear Sirs: 
In a recent interview, Budget Director 
Roy

Redistribution Programs ” “ Among the 
federal redistribution programs are 
social security, medicare, food stamps, 
military 
retirement, 
unemployment 
insurance and welfare grants to such 
programs as aid to dependent children,” 
was the quote. 
The implication is quite clear. The 
administration views we retirees as 
nothing more than welfare recipients 
feeding at the public trough. 
As a military retiree of 28 years 
service during one world war, one police 
action and one peace action, I deeply 
resent this implication. I as one of 
thousands 
in Lompoc and perhaps 
millions in the United States, view my 
military pension as compensation (pay) 
earned while on active duty and now 
being received. 
I’m damned proud of my service to 
my country. I enjoyed the good times 
and, as we all do, I have pushed the bad 
times from my memory. Statements 
such as Ash’s however force forward the 
bad memories of low pay; being heroes 
in wartime; considered bums during 
peace time; low pay during the years as 
compared to civilian pay. 
Every congressional move to raise 
military pay was geared to a prior raise 
for civilian government workers, who

government employe’s union. Every 
military pay raise was reduced by a 
factor representing future retirement 
benefits. I must congratulate our civil 
servants for the foresight in setting up a 
paid retirement system giving them 
vested interest therefore not welfare 
recipients when retired.
